on ourcontinuing efforts to develop significant information on Eorik HEINE, who, 
regardless of the -outcome of the lawsuit, is still of counter-espionage interest 
to us. n. .Z? was advised that we would shortly request the cooperation of SMOTH 
in supplying any trace or other information available to them, and also in 
arranging for an interview with Colonel Alfons REBANE, an Estonian-born C 

^2 who is believed to have information pertaining to one 
time-period of HEINE'S life. 

2. Eerik HEINE first came to our attention in November 1956 when he walked 
in to our Embassy-in Bonn and stated that he had just been repatriated from the 
USSR as a returning German POW. He claimed to have important information to 
transmit to ODTOKE intelligence concerning an anti-Soviet resistance movement in . 
Soviet prison camps and also relating to continuing anti-Soviet partisan activities 
in Northern Estonia. When the summary of HEINE'S statements reached Washington, . 
the desk officer noted the similarity between his story and that of known KGB 
agents, and recommended a more detailed debriefing. This was done in a series of 
interviews at Frankfurt which reinforced the earlier strong suspicions concerning 
his bor.a fides. No further action was taken in Germany to resolve the case, 
however, since he departed for Canada suddenly and unexpectedly in the spring of 
1957. 

3. HEINE began to be active in Estonian emigre affairs in 1962, and in the 
spring of 1963 he visited this country in order to establish contact with Estonian 
emigre groups in major cities and to present a film- lecture which purportedly 
depicted the anti-Soviet underground movement in the Estonian forests during the 
period when he allegedly served with it, 1946 to 1950. HEINE'S contacts with the 
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Estonian emigre community were brought to. our attention by cmigte leaders with 
whom wc were in touch, including Juri RAUS, National CommandoT of the Legion of 
Estonian Liberation. Our Estonian contacts expressed the view that HEINE’S 
background was highly suspicious. Accordingly, the material available to us up 
to that time was subjected to a detailed analysis by several counterintelligence 
officers, and the conclusion was readied that HEINE was a dispatched KGB agent. 

In order to protect the Estonian omigre movement in this country (which was of 
operational .interest to us) .from penetration by a KC7B agent, RAUS was instructed, 
to warn certain of the Estonian emigre leaders appropr iately. He did this, and 
HEINE ultimately sued RAUS in Federal court for slander. We are in close touch 
with UAHS' attorney, 

4. At the time of HEINE’S visits to our country in 1963 we advised the 
SMAE'JVES of out conclusions and wc have remained in continuing correspondence 
■with them on this case. However, the SMABOVES did not have any evidence of 
specific espionage activities in their country since his arrival in 1957, and 
HEINE was ultimately granted their citizenship in August 1964, 

5. In February 1965, as a part of uvo- trial proceedings, HEINE was brought 
here • • RAUS’ attorneys for a detailed deposition under oath concerning his 
background. From this version of his biography combined with that which he gave 
us in Frankfurt in early 1957 we have compiled a composite smwnoxy chronological 
record, which is transmitted as Attachment A herewith. It should be noted that 
there are major discrepancies between the two versions. 

6. The particular time period for which we would Appreciate 3-OHI help is 

from 1946 to 1950, when HEINE claims to have been a part of the Estonian under- 
ground partisan movement known as die "Forest Brothers," his band operating in 
the woods ,ir. tne general area between Tamsalu and Rakke. This partisan raovemont, 
along with parallel movements in Latvia and Lithuania, were of operational 
interest co KUBARK, S'-JOTH, and the TIEBARS in the late 1940’s and on through the 
middle 1550's. In order to provide — □ with general background on 

the nature and number of the Estonian REDSOX-type operations mounted by SMOTH, 
TIEBAR and KUBARK, we are forwarding as Attachment B a brief study indicating 
dates and other pertinent data. Tnis attachment is for Station use only. 

7. Our records indicate that there was a continuing exchange of views and 
information concerning our respective REDSOX-type operations between SMDTH and 
KUBARK in a series of meetings involving representatives of the two services 
between 1950 and 1954, Hie discussions covered the approach to operational 
exploitation of anti-Soviet emigre groups as related to Baltic operations, joint 
operational procedures, reviews of operational situations, problems concerning 
SfdTH participation in third country operations, mutual agreements for exchange 
of information on current and proposed operations, collaboration On targets, 
coordination of olanning. etc. In 1956, SMDTH conducted a security investigation 

of C U a 3MOT11 agent who had returned to London from a 

mission into Latvia, and who was then being processed for immigration to this 
country. As a result of this investigation and another development (not further 
identified to us) SMITH decided to conduct a full review of all of their Baltic 
REDSOX-type operations. They advised us that they had arrived at the firm con- 
clusion that all Baltic operations conducted by them had been, possibly from the 
outset, under hostile control. Tnis was forwarded to Headquarters in OELA-16695 
dated 31 October 1956. We are forwarding as Attachment C for Station background 
only a copy of this d: '.patch together with subsequent traffic on this subject. 
Additional and more recent correspondence on RIS control of Baltic operations 
relates to SMOTH- KUBARK exchanges in 1962 concerning Zigurds KRUMINS Q 3 

who was Francis Cary POWERS’ prison cell-mate. (Reference 0549, dated 

March 1962), A further statement of SMOTH’ s views concerning RIS control of 
their Baltic operations is contained in paragraphs 1 and 2 of Attachment, to 
OELA-39020 dated 6 August 1963. 

8. From the above it is clear that SMOTH, as a result of their- own Estonian 
operations and the security reviews which they subsequently conducted, should be 
in a position to provide significant commentary on the HEINE Story, We are par- 
ticularly interested in the "partisan peTiod" (1946-1950) and we have extracted 
from the 1957 debriefing that portion which refers to that period. . We are 
forwarding it as Attachment D. On the basis of their study of this material and 
other data forwarded herewith on HEINE, we would like the following from SMOTH: 
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:j. full traces on » TtilNT-: to include statements by any persons who might 
have known him during the partisan period or at any other time. 

h . Pull traces on any of t)io individuals named by HEINE as people 
who participated in the underground movement during the period 1946-1950. 

c. Any knowledge SMOTI! mighf^^ivo of^hc partisan period as described 
by HEINE. We would like any corrmenUS^they or persons formerly connected 
with client might liave on the validity &£ HEINE'S statements or any other 
aspects of his story which appear pertinent to our investigation. 

9. In addition to the above, we are greatly desirous o£ enlisting SMCTtl 
cooperation for an interview with Colonel Alfons REBANE, This person was a 
regular Estonian Army officer prior to World War II and served under the Germans 
as a Regimental Commander in the 20th Waf fen SS Division (Estonian Legion) in 
1944 and 1945 during the battles of Narva and Tartu; it is during the latteT 
battle that HEINE claims to ’have been v;ounded and captured by the Soviet Army.

, .. ^ should have considerable personal knowledge of the under- 1 

ground partisan movement. In approximately 1962 REBANE yrared to Germany as 
coordinator of Estonian emigre activities there, having bjen ■appointed to this 
post by the Estonian Consul General in New York upon the death of the inanhent, 
Colonel Ludvig JAKOBSEN. REBANE now resides in Augsburg, Germany. (The 
address we have is 89 Augsburg- Kriegshaber, Schmutters crasse 20/1, Germany.) 

In 1962 REBANE was invited to this country by Estonian emigre organizations for 
a lecture tour, during the course of which he het HEINE at the home of an 
Estonian emigre, ffe reportedly disbelieved HEINE'S story completely. He was 
again invited here as the guest of Estonian emigres in 1964, and again is re- 
ported to have commented unfavorably about HEINE. We have no way of knowing 
whether these comments reflected firmly based suspicion, perhaps relating to 
REBANE’s close .knowledge of the partisan movement as stated above, or merely 
a negative reaction to HEINE'S fantastic biography, but we strongly feel that 
REBANE might be in a position to help us in our continuing analysis of this 
case. Thus, after we receive from SM3TI1 the results of their analysis requested 
in paragraph 8 above, we will probably want to arrange for a KUBARX officer to 
debrief REBANE in detail on the pertinent elements of HEINE'S biography. The 
interview with REBANE can be arranged in any manner desired by SMITH, the 
important aspect being that the KL7BARK officer be authenticated to REBANE by 
S*t)TH. We will be happy to have a SMOTH officer present if they so desire. 

The debriefing can be done in Augsburg or London, and in the latter event we 
will, of course, reimburse REBANE's travel. We estimate that we might need 
two or even three days with REBANE to go over HEINE'S background in the desired 
detail. 

10. You may advise SMDTH that we plan eventually to ask the TIEBARS for their 
information on HEINE, but that we will await the results of the S' DTI! checking 
prior to approaching the TIEBARS. 

11. All of this dispatch may bo discussed with S-DTH, the only; caveat being 
that discussion of the lawsuit itself should not go beyond what is contained 
herein. You may also advise them tlvat KUBARX considers this matter to be of the 
highest importance and requests that SMOTH give it the necessary urgency.

It was rumored that one could buy passports through 
the par.-'.-, vi't desk. In February 1947 Subject boo-.d'C- a 
passport . >:- v i.ndnl U'JbliRdHLL from'a militia v.wv.i for the 
price of 2,000 rubles. Subject changed the photo so that 
wUi'h KUhhL* s passport contained his own pictiiro.

■tram place to place, sometimes alone arid soiacti tr.es in a 
group. They would stop at different farms, villages, and in 
forests. The last time they were in Saunakucla was over 
Christmas 1949.

Tubjact continued to 
claim that lie was visiting his sister. 

He slopt in bis "sister's" apartment. The next morning 
he was ordered to go to F'nntschar where he was interrogated

Two militia men were stationed at 
the door, one checked documents and the other stood guard. 

In order to yet the group through the door without having n 
doc u. : ient check, Subject approached the guard ini? r.ilitia man, 
telling him Subject was from the Ministry of Education and 
that the militia nan was to report there immediately* The 
militia one followed Subject, leaving the door unguarded. 

The group tool: this coa:en t to exit from the waiting room, 
omitting the document chock. Tho group Had originally 
purchased tickets via ■ Leningrad to Tallinn, but -Subject later 
exchanged these tickets for ones via !<iga to Tallinn, his 
explanation being documentation checks were less apt to 
happen .on the latter route. Subject claimed that so many 
beggars travel on the first route that there is a constant 
check.

New Documentation . ' 

In the summer of 1943 Subject sot himself up in 
Vaegevo as a pass control officer. One evening he ordered 
some peasants with "Stoi-passcontrollc" ' to stop whilo he 
examined their documents. When ho checked a aan who had a 
passport listing a birthdnte about the sane as his own, he 
took the passport ■ and fled. Subject used this documentation 
until ho was apprehended in Tallinn, July 1950, 

Subject doesn't remember tho name under which he lived 
from the Summer 1943 until Summer L950, nor does ho remember 
the birth date and birth place listed on these stolon 
documents. (Subject stated that he was working as an agent 
of the government economic department. ) He again, substituted 
his ow7i picture for the picture of the person to wborf the .

Subject's group of partisans "requisitioned” a civilian 
truck and attacked a dairy in order to obtain cheese and 
butter. The NKVJJ was informed of the theft of dairy foods. 
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apj'Oii red to irakc ’.in arrest and sooing that the partisans, 
lied fled, fol 1 owed tho rairtismis to tho marshes of ilmlla 
nt which point, according to Subjoct, a battle began 
which lasted too to. three hours. The partisans suffered 
no ca;;u;i i c i.es but .Subject Lator noticed several !;KVU wen 
on s t re t chcvs . 

After tliis episode LTidcl UUOLKUlihl. and F.dgar KAMNISTL 
becauo separated from the partisan group. Subject later 
found out through Rosa OLIJP that iJUDHKUHLL possibly was in 
Vorkuta end RAU.S'ISTFi in Karaganda’. 

.Rumors circulated that tho Russians were about to 
start j now mass deportation. The partisans warned the 
people of Estonia of- this possibility. The Russians 
started t J 1 o deportations in March 11)49, According to. 

Subject, nothing of significance took place between the 
battle i.'f bad la and the deportation order. VASK, whose 
d a ugh to bubject attempted to bring back fro:. 1 . Yist.onia, was 
deported. One person who v/as allegedly saved iron deporta- 
tion by the partisans' warning action was one Karn VflJtR, 

Tall inn-Hiiu, Miiu Street. Her brother was eraployod by 
Alc-Coq brauorei in Tartu. ■ 

Subject was informed in May 1949 chat in the forosts 
of Padn , opposite Varangu (no coordinates) , another partisan 
group was hiding. Subject's group decided they wanted to 
make contact with those othor partisans, so a school teacher 
from Pada (who leu the group which included HEINE, PUUSAAG, 
and PARTS) went to the house .of tho forest gamekeeper and 
requested that he arrange the meetings. i!c instructed the 
group titat at the time of the mooting they were to wait 
in a lighted room so tliat tho other partisans could observe 
then through a window in order to be sure they wero not 
actually anti-partisan. (Anti -part isan groups were stationed 
in the larger villages and towns to crush any partisan move- 
ment which night arise.) Subject knew of one such anti- 
partisan, a fnu LATTIK . The gamekeeper informed the group 
that they wou l*d beT ~noti f i e d when the meeting could take 
place. (Ho further details.) 

Subject's group moved to Vahukula (58 5SN - 26 051;) to 
visit with the JUERIMAF.l; family. hear Liigvnlla (59 01N - 
26 07li) they became involved in fighting with anti-partisans. 
At this time PUUSAAG was killod, Subjoct remained in the 
village of Vahukula until September IIMO. 

Tho Attempted flight to Finland 

Travelling mostly at night. Subject went as far as 
Leningrad. From there he proceeded by train in the direction 
of Murmansk. Ho disembarked at a station on the north ...
